FEARS are mounting that 
The Whittington Hospital 
could lose its A&E depart¬ 
ment in the same week as 
plans for a cost-cutting 
merger with the Royal 
Free in Hampstead were 
revealed by health chiefs. 

Proposals to merge the two 
hospitals have been met with 
widespread concern from 
health campaigners and politi¬ 
cians in Haringey, with 
Hornsey and Wood Green MP 
Lynne Featherstone warning 
that The Whittington Hospital 
in Highgate Hill is “not safe in 
their hands” and may lose its 
vital A&E department. 

A letter written by Rachel 


Tyndall, chief executive respon¬ 
sible for all north central Lon¬ 
don health services, and leaked 
to Ms Featherstone and seen by 
the Advertiser this week, sets 
out four options for a reshuffle 
of the area. All four would see 
The Whittington downgraded 
to status of “local hospital” 
with no emergency department 
or specialist services. 

Health chiefs have insisted 
that no decisions have yet been 
made behind closed doors and 
that the options are still being 
drawn up. But critics have 
warned that, because the hospi¬ 
tals provide similar services, a 
restructure under the Health¬ 
care For London plans could 
follow the same controversial 
route as they did with Barnet 


Hospital and Enfield’s Chase 
Farm hospitals. 

In the near future, Barnet 
Hospital will be expected to 
take an influx of patients from 
neighbouring borough Enfield 
when Chase Farm’s A&E, 
maternity and children’s ser¬ 
vices are cut back, and Barnet 
patients will have to travel to 
the hospital in Enfield for 
planned operations. The 
changes across London have 
been masterminded by Lord 
Ara Darzi, the government’s 
former health tsar. 

Ms Featherstone has already 
vowed to fight the plans which 
could affect the thousands 
of Haringey residents for 
whom The Whittington is the

Life in balance 
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High-vis teams sent 
out to clear up the 
streets of Haringey

UNIFORMED teams have been 
deployed on to the streets of Haringey to 
deal with crimes such as fly-tipping, 
graffiti and dog fouling. 

The new street enforcement teams will 
be Haringey Council’s “eyes and ears” on 
the street to seek out anti-social behav¬ 
iour during regular patrols on extended 
hours on seven days of the week. They 
will also keep an eagle eye out for fly¬ 
posting, littering and illegal street trading. 

As well as responding to environmen¬ 
tal problems such as abandoned cars and 
dumped rubbish, they will talk to resi¬ 
dents and business-owners about local 
problems and how they can be tackled. 

They will be backed up by the coun¬ 
cil’s enforcement officers to deal with 
the most difficult environmental crimes. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, cabinet 
member for enforcement and safer com¬ 
munities, explained: “Our enforcement 
teams already do a great job in keeping 
our streets cleaner and safer. But this 
new approach will ensure that we can 
deal with local problems even more 
quickly and effectively. 


“There will be a named officer for 
each ward - a visible presence on our 
streets. They will also mean better co¬ 
ordination between services and work 
with residents, businesses and council¬ 
lors to identify and deal with problems. 
Each ward will have its own priorities.” 

The new teams will have a range of 
powers at their disposal, including fixed 


penalty notices, compliance notices, 
cautions and the possibility of prosecu¬ 
tion for serious or repeat offending. 
They will also liaise with other parts of 
the council if they need to be involved to 
deal with a specific issue.

New charges 
for Barker 
and Owen 

TWO brothers who were jailed 
over the death of Baby Peter 
Connelly could be charged 
with torturing their elderly 
grandmother 14 years ago. 

A cold-case review into an 
alleged attack on 82-year-old 
Hilda Barker in 1995 has been 
submitted to the Crown 
Prosecution Service by Kent 
Police. Steven Barker, 33, and 
37-year-old Jason Owen were 
both charged with assaulting 
Mrs Barker in 1995 in an 
attempt to force her to change 
her will. Before her death, she 
told police the pair had locked 
her in a wardrobe at her house 
in Whitstable. The will was 
later declared invalid. 

Along with Baby Peter’s 
mother, the brothers were 
convicted of allowing his death. 
The 17-month-old had more 
than 50 injuries when he died 
in August 2007 at a house in 
Penshurst Road, Tottenham. 

A Kent Police spokesman 
said: “We have carried out 
a case review of the 
investigation and a file is being 
submitted to the Crown 
Prosecution Service to seek 
their view on whether there 
is sufficient evidence for 
prosecution against any person.”

nearest hospital. Under one of the 
proposals, North Middlesex Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, in Edmonton, which 
north Haringey residents use, could 
also see services cuts - a departure 
from the controversial clinical strategy 
which was approved last year after a 
High Court battle with opponents. 

“I’m extremely worried,” Ms 
Featherstone told the Advertiser. 

“I was shocked to read these pro¬ 
posals. I’ll fight tooth and nail if they 
try to close or even reduce A&E ser¬ 
vices at The Whittington. 

“Given the level of need locally, the 
idea of people having to travel to the 
Royal Free, which has appalling pub¬ 
lic transport access, does not seem to 
be designed with local people in 
mind at all. It will mean people will 
have longer journeys - for some it 
will be an impossible journey, let 
alone if you’re ill or in need of care, 
and if you have to go by car there’s 
nowhere to park. 

“It makes sense to merge some ser¬ 
vices, to have, for example, all liver 
or kidney services in one place, but 
this mustn’t apply to A&E and mater¬ 
nity. We need local A&E services 24 
hours a day. I’ll be contacting as 
many people as I can to let them 
know this is happening - they need 
an opportunity to respond in time. 

“Health service is not just about 
clinical excellence, it is about what 
people want and need.” 

A joint statement issued by the 
Royal Free and The Whittington 
revealed that discussions about how 
they could merge have been taking 
place for the past three months but 
both stressed that patients were at 
the heart of talks. 

Rob Larkman, chief executive of 
The Whittington, said: “Early discus¬ 
sions between the trusts have been 
positive and we are now investigating 
the case for a merger. We have asked 
the team of senior clinicians and 
managers from both trusts to look 


into the proposition and weigh up the 
pros and cons. Any new organisation 
would have to be strong enough to 
protect our hospital services and be 
financially robust.” 

David Sloman, Royal Free chief 
executive, added: “We’re now taking 
these discussions to the next level by 
looking at the arguments - for and 
against - the merger of our trusts into 
a single organisation. It is important 
to emphasise that these are very early 
days in this process and this is only 
one of a number of options being 
considered by both trusts. If progress 


is made and the work continues, there 
will be no decisions without full and 
thorough engagement with key stake¬ 
holders, particularly our staff.” 

John Lister, from the pressure 
group London Health Emergency, 
believes cash considerations are 
being put before patient care. 

“Both The Whittington and the 
Royal Free are busy hospitals and 
they are not redundant in any way. 
Across London, 1.9 million people 
are being diverted away from their 
local A&Es. Health trusts should be 
looking at lobbying the government 


rather than proposing cuts that’ll 
leave patients vulnerable. The only 
reason to do it is savings. 

“Haringey patients will face longer 
journeys and longer queues when 
they get there. It is also questionable 
that North Middlesex will remain an 
acute hospital. 

“I don’t think there is anything to 
say this is going to change things for 
the better for patients.” 

The respective hospital trusts are 
due to discuss the plans further dur¬ 
ing board meetings in January.

Neighbouring 
hospitals show 
views ignored 

IT HAS taken since 2005 for health 
chiefs to enforce plans to downgrade 
frontline services at Enfield’s Chase 
Farm Hospital so they can be 
moved to Barnet Hospital. 

The initial Healthy Hospitals plan 
to close the A&E department at the 
hospital was scuppered under the 
weight of public opposition, but a 
year later the same proposals were 
on the cards under the new guise of 
Your Health, Your Future. 

Plans included the relocation of 
maternity and children’s services to 
Barnet and North Middlesex 
University Hospital in Edmonton. 

Despite 30,000-signature 
petitions, mass demonstrations 
outside the hospital and marches, 
as well as a public consultation in 
which the majority opposed the 
plans, hospital chiefs went ahead. 

A plea to the government led to a 
review by respected Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel but, despite 
concluding public consultation was 
flawed, its members decided the 
proposals could still go ahead. 

Campaigners pushed for a 
judicial review in the High Court, 
which was backed by Enfield 
Council and Barnet councillors, 
but barristers for the Secretary 
of State for Health managed to 
get the review thrown out on 
technical grounds. 

Since April, residents have been 
waiting to find out when the plans 
will be implemented, how much it 
will cost and what effect it will have 
- all of which have yet to be decided.

A PHARMACIST in Crouch End has refused to 
stock a new DNA paternity test because she fears 
tests being done without counselling could lead to 
emotional heartache and even family break-ups. 

Arana Bhatia believes the tests - which are 
becoming widely available over-the-counter in 
London for the first time, should only be carried 
out with full counselling and consultation. For 
£29.99, people who want to determine the father¬ 
hood of a child can buy the kits and take swabs 
which are then sent to a laboratory, incurring a 
further fee. The company claims the product 
helps its clients find “great peace of mind”. 

Mrs Bhatia, who runs Amy Pharmacy in Park 
Road with husband Bharat, was given an exam¬ 
ple of the kits by specialist laboratory company 
Anglian DNA earlier in the year but has now 
decided to withdraw it from her shelves. 

She said: “These kits could have a big impact, 
especially if people were to get results they 
weren’t expecting. They mean you have to get 
swabs from the mother, father and child and I 
think the tests should be done with proper coun¬ 
selling. I would be very concerned it could have 
an impact on the break-up of a family.” 

Mrs Bhatia’s view echoes that of Josephine 
Quintavalle, director of public interest group 
Comment On Ethical Reproduction who warned 
the tests had “huge implications” for families.

“Children’s rights should be protected first and 
foremost,” she said. “What are you going to do 
when you’re taking samples from inside a child’s 
cheek and they ask why? Say, ‘because I’m not 
really sure you’re my child?’” 

Amy Pharmacy also offers emergency contra¬ 
ception and free chlamydia home-testing kits 
under the 4YP sexual health scheme which is ran 
in conjunction with NHS Haringey.

“When police identify that a 
car is being used by someone 
associated with gangs, the 
details are circulated and if it’s 
stopped being driven by anyone 
other than who’s on the paper¬ 
work, they will be arrested.” 

The strategy means that even 
gang members receiving Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance and housing 
benefit have access to valuable 
cars which are sometimes used 
to ferry knives and guns around.

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Eight months in jail for sergeant who 
attacked colleague at Christmas party 


A POLICE sergeant from Highgate has been 
handed an eight-month sentence for sexually 
assaulting a colleague after their work 
Christmas party last year. 

David Stevens, of Baronsclere Court, 
Avenue Road, had pleaded not guilty to the 
sexual assault of a man in a hotel room in 
Elstree on December 5.

Debate to help stamp out gangs and violence

THE void left by absent fathers 
was at the centre of a heated 
debate on gangs and knife crime 
at Tottenham Hotspur’s stadium. 

Fathers from every walk of 
life rubbed shoulders with 
youngsters from the Kickz 
football programme and com¬ 
munity leaders during the Man- 


Age conference last Monday - 
designed to address issues of 
fatherhood and manhood in 
Haringey’s black community. 

It was hosted by the Haringey 
Black Independent Advisory 
Group and led by secretary 
Bobby Martin who opened the 
floor on discussions including 
what it takes to be a good father. 

One man said: “For the first 


three years of my life my father 
wasn’t there but now he’s one of 
the most integral people in my 
life. He wasn’t a leader at first 
but he became one.” 

Another added: “If you let 
those bad vibes take over, they 
will remain with you until 
today.

Brave 12-year-old helps bring 
rape conviction of teen cousin 


A 12-YEAR-OLD girl from 
Tottenham who was forced into 
marrying and having sex with her 
teenage cousin has been praised 
for being “truly brave” by police 
who helped bring the relatives 
responsible to justice. 

The girl’s father and the parents 
of the 16-year-old she was forced to 
marry were all convicted by a jury 
at Wood Green Crown Court last 
Wednesday of inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity. The 
police found out about the illegal 
marriage when the girl’s mother 
rang them in a panic in March last 
year, saying her daughter had been 
taken without her permission, to 
her uncle’s house in south London. 

The girl’s father had staged the 
illegal marriage between the girl 
and her cousin at the house before 
all the adults allowed the pair to 
have sex. The parents and the boy 
were arrested in April last year 
and the boy charged with the rape 


of a child under 13. 

To protect the girl’s identity, 
none of them can be named. 

Speaking after the judgment, 
the girl’s mother said what had 
happened to her daughter was 
a “nightmare”. 

“Today’s convictions will help us 
move on,” she said.“If you have 
been forced into a marriage or 
have been victim to such sexual 
abuse, there is help out there. The 
police will help you. Do not feel 
frightened to speak out.” 

Detectives at Haringey’s child 
abuse investigation team in 
Highgate carried out a “lengthy 
and meticulous” investigation, 
helped by Haringey Council 
children’s services, the National 
Association of Muslim Police and 
the Henna Foundation, which 
helps women cope with forced 
marriages. 

All four will be sentenced at the 
same court on December 22.

Stories for 
sharing on 
dementia

A UNIQUE anthology chronicling 
people’s experiences of living with 
dementia has been compiled by a 
woman from Crouch End whose own 
mother battled with the “mysterious 
and baffling” disease. 

“My mother lived a long and happy 
life,” explained Lucy Whitman, who 
lives off Green Lanes. 

“But when she developed vascular 
dementia she became very unhappy 
and nothing we could do would con¬ 
sole her. She flew into rages which 
were very uncharacteristic and she 
became very paranoid. In some cases 
people aren’t aware they have devel¬ 
oped it but my mother was aware she 
was losing her grip. She said, ‘I’m 
going funny in the head, aren’t I?’ 

“It was a really horrible experience.” 

It took Lucy five years after the death 
of her mother Elizabeth in 2001 to 
begin work on the book, Telling Tales 
About Dementia, which was launched 
at Hornsey Library last Saturday. 

In it, 30 people from a variety of 
backgrounds have told their own 


stories about taking 
care of partners, par¬ 
ents and friends with 
dementia and Lucy 
hopes reading the 
book will help others 
to cope with it. 

“When preparing the 
book I realised every¬ 
one we spoke to had a 
story to tell,” she 
explained. “It’s some¬ 
thing which affects so 
many families and I 
found people really 
wanted to talk about 
their experiences. It 
took me a long time to 
write about my mother 
but it really helped me lift the burden 
and celebrate her life.” 

She also hopes the book will address 
a widespread ignorance and stigma 
about dementia. 

“It’s a chilling disease because this 
was my mother, the person who 
brought me into the world in the first 
place,” she added. 

“It was a deep shock. It undermines 


your own sense of self because these 
relationships are so important to you.” 

Contributors will read from the 
book during another launch event at 
3pm at Waterstones in Camden High 
Street on Saturday.

THIS is an outstanding horror 
which, like all the best examples of 
its genre, will play on your mind 
when you’re lying awake at night. 

Like Cloverfield, or the more obvi¬ 
ous inspiration The Blair Witch Pro¬ 
ject, it’s shot from the viewpoint of 
one hand-held camera, used to 
ratchet up the documentary feel and 
suggest this horrible story actually 
happened. (PA actually goes further 
by ingeniously tampering with the tra¬ 
ditional opening and closing credits). 

Micah has bought the expensive 
toy in an attempt to film the strange 
bumps in the night which his pretty 
girlfriend, Katie, has begun hearing 
again after a period of years. 

On and off over 21 nights and 
days the camera captures the 
increasingly scary, inexplicable 
events that seem to originate from 
a malignant spirit which has fol¬ 
lowed Katie to her new suburban 
dwelling, resulting in a genuinely ter¬ 
rifying denouement that should 
ensure you never leave a bedroom 
door ajar again or mess with an 
Ouija board. 

The genius of first-time film-maker 
Peli is in keeping the action unbear¬ 
ably tense by never leaving the 


house, keeping it focused on just a 
handful of characters, and gradually 
- oh, so gradually - adding more 
and more turns of the screw so our 
anxiety levels reach breaking point. 

One particularly effective device is 
to have Micah set the camera in 
exactly the same position every 
night to record what happens. 

The single, static shot, compris¬ 
ing the couple in bed, bedroom 
door open and corridor outside suc¬ 
ceeds in playing on our most primal 
fears of being watched, while leav¬ 
ing our nervy anticipation free to 


expect the worst without needing to 
show that much. 

Lately horror directors have 
delighted in illustrating everything 
through the grubby little sub-cate- 
gory known as “torture porn” and 
it’s surely no coincidence the other 
great terror trip of the year, Drag Me 
To Hell, also embraced the old-fash¬ 
ioned values of drip-feeding the 
audience shocks. 

Go see this intense, visceral 
entertainment and a demonic mas¬ 
terclass in dread.

HARRY REDKNAPP hailed Jermain Defoe 
as the most lethal finisher in England after a 
virtuoso performance from the striker in 
Spurs’ astonishing 9-1 demolition of Wigan 
at White Hart Lane on Sunday.

“He’s an amazing fin¬ 
isher. When you look at 
England strikers, Wayne 
Rooney is fantastic - 
a complete all-round 
player - but as a fin¬ 
isher, Defoe is the 
best out there,” said 
Redknapp. 

“I’m sure he’ll go to the World Cup. Fabio 
Capello will see the goals he’s scored, the way 
he’s got stronger this season and is using his 
upper body strength a bit more and holding 
people off, and he will be impressed. 

“This could be a great season for him.” 

Defoe himself was quick to praise winger 


Aaron Lennon (inset), who put in an equally 
impressive display on the wing to end the 
afternoon with four assists. 

“Aaron made the difference. When you’ve 
got someone with that pace in the team, he’s 
so direct it’s just easy for everyone,” he said. 

“He gets the ball, you just leave him and get 
in the box. Two fantastic crosses, for which I 
made sure my movement 
was right, and I got 
on the end of them 
and scored. 

“For us we can’t get 
complacent. We must go 
in to the next game and 
try and get three points 
again. 

“Winning games brings 
confidence but to score 
nine goals in one game is 
fantastic for everyone.”

Kemble struck five minutes from time to snatch 
the points away from Tom Loizou’s men, who 
remain in the drop zone.

Broxbourne piled on the pressure, but with the 
clock ticking down, any hopes of a point were 
cruelly denied as Kemble drove the ball home 
from close range with minutes left to seal the win.
